In- 
telligence should be drafted and pushed along, and instructed Mr. Becxer 
and Mr. Wolf to prepare a draft which Mr. Dulles could take up with 
Sen. Saltonstall . He stressed that this should not be a personal bij.1 
applying by name to Gen. Cabell but should be restricted to the Deputy 
Directorship .
